His work has carried him into North Car- 
olina, Ohio, New York and Massachusetts. He is the author 
of Death Sails with Magellan, published in 1937 by Random 
House and recommended by the Book of the Month Club. He 
was nominated to a Conference fellowship by these publish- 
ing houseSe 
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Charles H. Foster, Elinor Frost Fellow, was born in 
Elizabeth, N.J., in 1913. He has attended Peddie School, 
Amherst College and the University of Iowa, where he took 
his M.A. in 1937 and where he is now a candidate for the 
Ph.D. He was twice winner of the Collins Armstrong Poetry 
Prize at Amherst, and has contributed to the Examiner and 
to American Prefaces. He was nominated to his Conference 


fellowship by Robert Frost. 


Harriet Hassell has always lived in Tuscalocsa, Ala- 
bama, waere she is now a senior in the University of Ala- 
bana. She bas contributed to Commonveel and in 1957 vas 
the winner of the Story college short story contest. She 
is the author of a novel, Rachcl's Children, published this 
year by Harper's by whom she was nominated to her Confer- 
ence fellowshipe 


Josephina Niggli, born in Monterey, Mexico, took her 
A.B. in 1930 at the Convent of the Incarnate Word in San 
Antonio, and her M.A. at the University of North Carolina 
in 1937, During her last two years of study she held a 
fellowship from’ Rockefeller Foundation, Her volume of 
Mexican Folk Plays vill be published in Scptenber by the 


University of North Carolina Press, and in October one of 
her plays will be produced by the One-Aci Repertory 
Theatre in New York. She was nominated by Paul Greene 


Wellington Roe, nominated by Putnam's, attended Wes- 
leyan University until 1918, when he saw service in Europe 
and the East with the army and the Hoover Food Commission. 
Since then he has been connected with newspapers in Miami, 
Birmingham, Atlanta and Washington.
